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Task Force denied 
request by Boundary 
Review Committee

The current health services 
delivery boundaries will remain 
the same according to a govern¬ 
ment document. 

However, the Didsbury and 
District Hospital Task Force says 
the recommendation won't be the 
end of the discussion as far as 
they are concerned. They plan to 
appeal directly to the Minister of 
Health, Halvar Jonson. 

In a summarized version of 
a report to be given to Jonson, 
the Boundary Review MLA 
Committee revealed its rec¬ 
ommendation to the minister 
will be a denial of the request 
from the Task Force. 

The information was sent to 
the Task Force who immediately 
called a meeting on Friday to 
discuss the decision and the 
ramifications of it. 

"The way it reads is that 
they're not listening to the pub¬ 
lic they're listening only to the 
Health Authority Board," said 
Task Force member Harold 
Johnsrude. 

The RHA Boundary Review 
MLA Committee travelled to 
all RHA's this summer to gather 
input from the residents 
whether present boundaries 
met their needs or not. 

"Overall people told us they 
were satisfied with the bounda¬ 
ries, and indeed, for 13 RHA's 
we are recommending either 
no changes or only small modi¬ 
fications to rationalize health 
authority and municipal bor¬ 
ders,” Paul Langevin, chair of 
the committee said in a press 
release on the matter. 

The Task Force disagrees 
that most everyone is happy, es¬ 
pecially in this area. 

The original presentation to 
the Review Committee stated 
that growing concerns over the 


delivery of health care in the re¬ 
gion earlier this year prompted 
the Task Force to search for some 
solutions. The problem they 
found, both through a fact find¬ 
ing mission and public question¬ 
naires, was that the boundary 
that currently aligns the area 
with Drumheller was not in 
agreement with the natural 
north/south flow of the corridor. 
Every time a patient went to Olds 
or Calgary to get their services it 
meant a reduction in the amount 
the services in this RHA were 
beingused, which translated into 
less investment in the services at 
the Didsbury Hospital. 

"We have virtually a 
hemorrhage of people leaving 
the area for medical services," 
said George MacDonald Task 
Force member. 

The Task Force came up with 
the solution that the current 
Calgary RHA boundary that ex¬ 
tends right up to Carstairs, be 
opened up to include Carstairs 
and Didsbury. Therefore, when 
a patient used services in Cal¬ 
gary, their health care dollars 
would not leave the region as¬ 
signed to them. 

The denial came with the 
following three reasons listed. 

1. "RHA #5 indicated their 
satisfaction with their present 
boundary." 

2. "Although the Didsbury 
and District Health Services 
Task Force did indicate a de¬ 
sire to move into RHA #4, RHA 
#4 indicated they are satisfied 
with their present boundary." 

3. "In RHA #4's presenta¬ 
tion to the committee, they 
stated that the boundary ex¬ 
pansion is not an appropriate 
answer to managing service 
delivery outside their particular 
region.

tainly be more involved in what 
we are doing here...

Marz said in an interview Fri¬ 
day afternoon that he has always 
been willing to meet with the 
Task Force and told them that, 
however, he says he was never 
asked to be a part of it. 

"I'd be more than happy to 
meet with the Task Force to 
discuss the issue," said Marz. He 
added he will represent whatever 
his constituents want however, 
"The constituents quite frankly 
haven’t told me what they want." 

Marz said Monday he had been 
in contact with the chair of the 
committee, Langevin, and would 
be examining the full report 
closely and talk¬ 
ing with the con¬ 
stituents about 
the future of 
health care in the 
Didsbury area. 

"I am not pre¬ 
pared to go 
against what the 
community 
wants, but the 
community needs 
to make sure they 
are well informed 
and make their 
own decision and 
are not led into a 
decision about the 
issue," said Marz. 
He also said the 
public should be 
aware that if Calgary’s RHA 
doesn't want the area and it is 
forced on them it would not be a 
good working relationship any¬ 
way and would end up being 
counter-productive in the long 
run. 

In the meantime, the Task 
Force intends to ask the locally 
affected town councils to send 
letters to the Minister express¬ 
ing their dissatisfaction with the 
outcome thus far. 

The Task Force will meet again 
this week when they have the full 
copy of the report given to the 
Minister. They will then plan 
their next course of action.

Cowan reiterated, ”1 think 
morally and otherwise you 
(the council) are committed 
to supporting these games in a 
very generous manner."

The Town of Didsbury is 
being asked to provide not only 
words of support for the 1999 
Alberta Senior's Games, but 
to back those words with dol¬ 
lars, and lots of them. 

Bill Cowan, Friends of the 
Games committee member, 
along with Roy Brassard and 
Mary Turner, approached the 
local town council at their 
meeting last week asking for 
financial backing for the 
Games which are to be held 
jointly between Olds and Dids¬ 
bury in 1999. 

The request was for $5 per 
capita for the years 1998,1999, 
and the year 2000. Brassard 
explained he understands it 
may be difficult to work the 


request into this year's budget 
but committing to the money 
for the year after the games 
would offset any overrun in 
expenses. 

"I would like to ask that you 
reconsider your level of com¬ 
mitment to the Games," said 
Brassard. 

"Seniors make up such a 
large portion of our Didsbury 
population here, and we have 
a very active senior's commu¬ 
nity, which will also be an 
advantage," said Brassard. 

The budget for the Senior's 
Games has been tentatively 
set at $353,000, some of which 
would be offset by the Alberta

Why is it important to prevent wars, 
especially large scale international con¬ 
flicts? For that answer I turn to my 
mother. 

My mother was born in Budapest, Hungary in 1940. She was 
born into a family and a country that was on the brink of falling 
into war against England. 

My mother lived for four years in a country occupied by Nazi 
Germany. She has only fleeting memories of her time there. 
Memories it seems she would much rather forget, but for her 
children's sake she tells us. 

She tells of the little Jewish boy with shiny black hair in her 
kindergarten, who one day came to school with a yellow star on 
his chest, and then shortly afterwards stopped coming to school 
at all. 

She tells us of standing in the courtyard of her family's villa 
and watching a silver bomb fall out of the sky, her mother 
pulling her inside before it fell to the ground. 

She tells us of the Nazi's entering Budapest for the first time, 
my grandfather away fighting in Russia and my grandmother 
going out on the veranda to watch the troops come down the 
road, and a soldier aiming his gun at her and telling her he would 
shoot her if she stayed outside. 

"It is lucky my mother spoke German," my mother says. 

My mother is a quiet woman when it comes to her childhood. 
She tells us only what she feels we should know about her youth 
that was so different from our own. 

Her youth was destroyed by war. She knows that war is 
something she never wants to touch our lives, or our childrens' 
lives. 

My grandfather was a judge for the Hungarian army and for 
four years my grandmother lived in Budapest in fear of whether 
her two children would ever see peace or if she would ever see her 
husband again. 

Finally, as World War II came to a close and my mother's 
family realized that Hungary would lose, the family made a 
desperate attempt to get to Berlin, to get to the Allied occupied 
British or American portion of the city before they were locked 
into an even more desperate situation. 

Something happened to my mother's family on their way to 
Berlin and it was decided that my grandfather would go on alone 
and try to get the rest of the family into the city later. 

My mother was sent, by herself, to live with friends of my 
grandmother's in Switzerland. 

My mother was thus "adopted" by her foster family. And what 
was supposed to be a two month stay in the safety of Zurich 
became a five year separation from her mother, her father and 
her brother. 

When my mother was ten she left Europe with her family for 
South America and eventually Canada when she was 15. 

Her mother finally returned to see the country she grew up 
in when she was dying of cancer in the spring of 1974. 

My grandfather never saw his homeland again. 

It is sad that today children in Canada think of Remembrance 
Day as only a day off from school. I think of it as a time to look 
back at all we have lost in wars, here in Canada and across the 
world, where wars still burn today. 

What have we lost to war besides the innocence of a young 
child separated from her mother for five years, and the many 
children who were never returned to those they loved? What 
have we lost to war besides the many lives of Canadians who 
went overseas and sacrificed themselves for a cause that was 
global yet personal at the same time? 

War is a terrible thing, but if we forget it, it will happen again. 
That is why it is important to tell stories of war. Tell anyone 
that will listen.

In the coming years, a ma¬ 
jor source of grief for agricul¬ 
tural producers may come not 
from government regulation 
and interventionist politicians, 
but environmental extremists 
and animal rights radicals. 
Now, Susan Paris wants to ex¬ 
pose the North American ani¬ 
mal rights movement for what 
it really is: A bunch of noisy 
radicals and a few Hollywood 
elitists who use sensationalism 
and faulty logic to derive a 
sense of self-worth for their 
otherwise shallow lives. 

She says that for the mil¬ 
lions of dollars raised and spent 
by animal rights groups each 
year, every cat and dog in 
North America should have its 
own condominium. Why, she 
asks, do more than 15 million 
pets a year end up in under¬ 
funded humane shelters? 

In a recent direct mail 
solicitation, the president of 
People for the Ethical Treat¬ 
ment of Animals (PETA), 
Ingrid Newkirk, wrote about 
the condition of one local hu¬ 
mane shelter. She noted that 
the animals suffered from over¬ 
crowding, lack of regular food 
and water, and a failure to pro¬ 
vide veterinary care. Newkirk 
wrote that, Shelter services 
have been drastically curtailed 
to the point where ... people 
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with animals have been turned 
away at the door. 

PETA is the flagship organi¬ 
zation of the animal rights 
movement. It presents itself as 
the guardian of animals and 
the moral authority on animal 
issues. Yet, despite its millions, 
and self-appointed moral 
guardianship, it does virtually 
nothing for animal shelter pro¬ 
grams. Paris, who works with 
a group that promotes con¬ 
structive medical research, and 
who's had to deal with the ac¬ 
cusations and tactics of these 
extremists asks: 

What has PETA done to 
help these homeless, hungry 
and sick animals that suffer 
and die in shelters each year? 
According to its tax documents, 
next to nothing. Less than 
$5,000, or .03 percent of 
PETA’s $13.4 million budget 
was allocated to shelter, spay or 
neuter programs. Ninety per¬ 
cent of the $1,485,076 PETA 
donated to various things, or 
$1.3 million, went to itself, that 
is, PETA's satellite offices in 
Germany, the Netherlands and 
England. The next largest do¬ 
nation, $45,200, was sent to 
animal rights terrorist Rodney 
Coronado. (Coronado was con¬ 
victed of firebombing medical 
research facilities). 

Why do animal rights 
groups refuse to help shelter 
animals who need it most? 
Why attack scientists for 
working with less than 
150,000 dogs and cats, which 
live in comfortable surround¬ 
ings and receive the best 
medical care, and yet do noth¬ 
ing for the 11 million hungry, 
sick animals that are de¬ 
stroyed in animal shelters 
every year? 


The animal rights move¬ 
ment's main goal is not, and 
never has been, to help indi¬ 
vidual animals. Its mission is 
to market its philosophy and 
lifestyle to the public. This 
sales pitch is most effectively 
done through massive media 
events, attention grabbing 
stunts and fancy Hollywood ga¬ 
las. 

The animal rights move¬ 
ment is opposed to people us¬ 
ing dairy products, owning 
pets, using leather and eating 
meat. They hate cattle ranch¬ 
ing, PMU farms and using 
wool. Ingrid Newkirk has 
stated that even if animal tests 
produced a cure for AIDS, 
they'd oppose it. Activist Chris 
Derose says "if the death of one 
rat cured all diseases, it’d make 
no difference." 

They'd rather save one rat 
than the entire human race 
from sickness and disease. 
Dave Foreman of the Earth 
First organization says "hu¬ 
manity is the cancer of nature, 
and that the optimum human 
population of the earth is zero." 

John Muir, founder of the Si¬ 
erra Club says "man is always 
and everywhere a blight on the 
landscape." 

The stark reality is that the 
animal rights/earth first move¬ 
ment is not so much about the 
rights of animals, as it is about 
how much some of these dis¬ 
traught souls hate people. This, 
plus an equally mindless politi¬ 
cal correctness and receptive 
urban media makes them a 
very real nuisance to whoever 
and whatever they decide to 
attack. Just ask a seal hunter.

Premiers' unity discussions have appearance ot backdoor approach to amending the constitution 


Dear Editor, 

I appreciate Mr. Marz's at¬ 
tempts to address my concerns 
regarding the Premiers' discus¬ 
sions on national unity. I apolo¬ 
gize Mr. Marz, if my concerns 
appeared to be directed at you, 
they were not. I sent my letters 
to the editor not only to the news¬ 
papers in Olds/Didsbury/Three 
Hills constituency, but to many 
other newspapers in Alberta as 
well. My intention was not to 
attack our constituency MLA, nor 
was it to receive clarification in 
our local newspapers that my 
concerns were unfounded. 
Rather, I hoped to share my con¬ 
cerns regarding the national 
unity discussion framework with 
other Albertans, and I hoped 
some of those concerns might be 


passed on in the December sit¬ 
ting of the Legislature when pub¬ 
lic input on national unity is re¬ 
ported. That, after all, is the point 
of public consultation. 

I do not deny that the Alberta 
government is legally bound to 
hold a public referendum before 
they can approve any amend¬ 
ments to the constitution. My 
concern is that, "Under the 
amending formula (an amend¬ 
ment) can be constitutionalized 
if Parliament and seven provin¬ 
cial legislatures (whose province's 
have at least 50% of Canada's 
population) agree. (Mel Smith, 
Alberta Report, Sept. 27/97). The 
Premiers' national unity frame¬ 
work could easily be watered 
down to another accord granting 
special status and greater pow¬ 


ers to the Quebec government 
(not the average Quebec citizen, 
to the Quebec government) and I 
think Mr. Klein knows that. If 
Parliament and seven provinces 
approve a constitutional amend¬ 
ment, the constitution will be 
amended, even if Alberta holds a 
referendum and even if they vote 
overwhelmingly against it. That 
is why I still believe the Pre¬ 
miers' unity discussions have the 
appearance of a backdoor ap¬ 
proach to amending the consti¬ 
tution. 

I also still believe Mr. Klein 
is insensitive to the plight of 
the nonfrancophone minority 
in Quebec. I am not ill-informed 
on the situation in Quebec. I 
grew up there. There was a time 
in Quebec when french-Cana- 


dians were treated by Quebec's 
large corporations as cheap 
labor. There were virtually no 
french-Canadians holding up¬ 
per management positions in 
large companies. I saw the an¬ 
gry backlash that resulted from 
years of abuse against the 
french speaking people in Que¬ 
bec. I saw the decline of the 
influence of the church on the 
everyday lives of the people. I 
was there during the FLQ cri¬ 
sis. I was there when the 
unilingual language laws were 
enforced. I witnessed growing 
harassment of the 
nonfrancophone minority. The 
present situation with the Que¬ 
bec government has very little 
to do with diversity, language 
or culture, it has a lot to do 


with power and control. The 
premier's national unity discus¬ 
sions seem to be another attempt 
to appease the Quebec govern¬ 
ment. You do not reward a power 
hungry, oppressive government 
with appeasement. Appeasement 
did not work when Chamberlain 
tried it with Hitler and it won't 
work with the Bouchard govern¬ 
ment now. Canada needs to take 
tough measures that will protect 
the equality of all its citizens, 
including the nonfrancophone 
minority in Quebec. 

History has a nasty habit of 
repeating its mistakes. Let's hope 
the Premiers' framework on na¬ 
tional unity does not become a 
case in point.

Incidentally the American Gov¬ 
ernment gave up their right to 
issue their currency the same 
year to the Federal Reserve 
Board which is not owned by 
the American Government ei¬ 
ther. 

The Management of the 
Bank of Canada says "The Vot¬ 
ing Members of the Board of 
Directors include no direct rep¬ 
resentation by the govern¬ 
ment." 

It says, "the deputy minister 
of finance sits on the Board and 
on it's executive committee but 
does not have the right to vote." 

What? For Pete's sake, we 
have no say at all in the issuing 
of paper money or chequing for 
Canada? 

That's what it says my friend 
and I can show it to you in the 
black and white direct from the 
evil empire. 

So what happens when Gord 
raises the interest rates? Be¬ 
cause our debt for Canada is 
now over $700 billion, that 
means we must borrow more 


money to pay the interest or 
the government must tax us 
more. If the interest for this 
year is $60 billion then the gov¬ 
ernment must come up with 
more theft, like raising the old- 
age pension tax, put on an emis¬ 
sions tax, cut programs, put on 
more GST, or in short steal 
from us.

(DED) into Alberta. 

"We re surrounded by it on all 
of our borders," says Wideman. 
Saskatchewan, Manitoba and 
Montana are all infected with 
the disease which chokes up the 
water conducting system in Elm 
trees which will kill them over a 
season or two. 

"It is just so devastating and 
so quick," says Wideman. She 
explains the beetle which car¬ 
ries the fungus has been found 
in Edmonton, Calgary, St. Al¬ 
berta and Vauxhall although 
the beetles are not carrying the 
fungus at this time. She says it 
has reached within 150 kilome¬ 
tres of our border and as soon as 
the carrier beetle gets the fun¬ 
gus it can transport the disease 
to thousands of trees in a very 
short time essentially wiping 
out whole populations. 

"Usually three to seven years 
after the beetle shows up, the 
disease shows up." 

In an attempt to keep Alberta 
Dutch Elm Disease free, the so¬ 
ciety has been given a grant 
from the federal government to 
take inventory of the province's 
Elm tree population. They will 
be looking for any signs that the 
beetle may have started an in¬ 
festation, especially in central

Former local doctor remembers limes of war and peace

“I might live to be a hun¬ 
dred,” he says. “But then 
again, there’s a chance I 
won’t.” He taps a cigarette from 
a pack and touches a match to 
the tobacco and inhales deeply. 

Now in his 81 st year, Doug 
Paul, MD, contemplates death, 
something-he, as a medical doc¬ 
tor- has battled against all of 
his life. Until recently that bat¬ 
tle has been fought on behalf of 
others. 

After a lifetime of service to 
his country and community, Dr. 
Paul is, to use his own phrase, 
“on his last legs.” He uses a cane 
to get around and has taken a 
few severe tumbles. “I’ve had 
more operations than a fried 
cat.” He shares his three bed¬ 
room home and large backyard 
with Ben, his English Springer 
Spaniel of fifteen years. 

During over 40 years of medi¬ 
cal practice, most of which he 
spent in Didsbury, Dr. Paul al¬ 
ways sported a mustache. Now, 
because of shingles that cause 
him considerable pain, he has 
stopped shaving altogether and 
has a luxurious brown beard 
spotted with twists of grey. Be¬ 
cause of a stroke, his left hand 
is almost useless but he can still 
drive a car. His medical ailments 
do not stop there. 

“I wish I had been this sick 
when I was younger,” he says. 
“That way I could appreciate 
what my patients had to go 
through." 

Not long ago, Dr. Paul’s 
daughter, Heather, 54, drove him 
to Didsbury where he purchased 
a cemetery plot for himself and 
his wife, Cille. She died ten years 
ago and was cremated. Dr. Paul 
has kept her ashes and when he 
dies, he too will be cremated and 
their ashes will be buried in Dids¬ 
bury. “It’s a lovely cemetery and 
the plots are only $200. Why any¬ 
one would want to spend five or 
six thousand for a plot in Edmon- 
ton-why that’s just crazy.” 

Didsbury has changed for him 
so much over the last 30 years 
that he hardly recognizes it. 
Only one or two of the old land¬ 
marks are there. The town was 
one of his favorite places-a thriv¬ 
ing community, only a few min¬ 


utes ride to fine duck and upland 
game hunting. 

TRAIN IN DIDSBURY 

Such memories. The gleaming 
tracks of the railway glide 
through the center of Didsbury. 
If those tracks could talk they 
would tell a story about the time 
a man was killed on those tracks 
and a young country physician, 
Dr. Paul, who was also the coro¬ 
ner, instructed the RCMP to 
measure the skid marks of the 
great coal driven locomotive. 
And after the skid marks were 
measured, the physician had the 
police carefully interview the peo¬ 
ple and crew on the train. 

It all took time and played 
havoc with the CPR train sched¬ 
ule across Western Canada. 

The executives of the railway 
issued stem warnings to Dr. Paul 
and the warnings turned to 
threats. But in those days the 
local coroner had tremendous 
power. And in addition to being 
the local country doctor, Doug 
Paul was the coroner. 

And then someone in the rail¬ 
way remembered that Dr. Paul 
had saved the arm of a CPR em¬ 
ployee and, since the operation 
had taken three times as long as 
the CPR had thought was nec¬ 
essary, there was a dispute over 
the bill. 

The CPR’s landers had gotten 
into the act and had written a 
note to Dr. Paul saying that the 
company would not pay the bill. 
They were quibbling over thirty 
or forty dollars. 

The bill was quickly paid and 
lo and behold, the train in Dids¬ 
bury that was disrupting serv¬ 
ice across Canada was cleared 
and pulled out of the station. 

For Dr. Paul, Didsbury will 
always holds a special place in 
his heart. The people. 

The patients. The hunting. 
Ah, the hunting... 

That’s all over now. “I stopped 
hunting with friends five years 
ago because I was afraid I’d end 
up shooting one of them. And 
then I stopped hunting all to¬ 
gether because I was afraid I’d 
end up shooting myself or my 
dog. One gets the impression he 
was more worried about killing 
his dog than himself for he is not 


afraid of death. He has been 
around it too many times He 
watched a lot of men die in World 
War II. 

WARTIMES 

As a young medical doctor he 
joined the Canadian Army and 
found himself on a troop ship to 
England. Half way across the 
Atlantic, a sailor ruptured his 
appendix and Dr. Paul began 
emergency surgery. The ship, 
plowing through a great storm, 
tossed so violently that the sailor 
kept sliding away from the 
young doctor. 

The young doctor sent an ur¬ 
gent request to the captain to 
stop the ship for 15 minutes or 
the young sailor would die. 

“Then die he must,” said the 
captain, “if we dare to slow this 
ship now, a German U-boat will 
blow us out of the water.” 

These were the days of the 
infamous Nazi wolf packs. 

“I somehow sliced open the 
sailor, removed his appendix 
and sewed him up successfully, 
no thanks to the captain,” says 
Dr. Paul. 

The next day one of the boil¬ 
ers on the ship broke and the 
vessel drifted helplessly on the 
high seas for six hours. Fortu¬ 
nately there were no enemy subs 
in the area, “or if they were,” he 
says. “They were busy sinking 
other ships.” 

Perhaps it was in the war 
where Dr. Paul learned to break 
the rules. He and another medi¬ 
cal doctor were smuggled into 
Holland before it was liberated. 
Their assignment was to set up 
a mobile field dressing station in 
the midst of the enemy. This 
would be to prepare for the 
upcoming battle (that they didn’t 
know was coming.) 

Dr. Paul surreptitiously put 
together the hospital unit. 
Nearby he discovered the small 
town of Eindhoven with a make¬ 
shift hospital for kids who had 
been wounded in the war. 

He secretly transported medi¬ 
cal supplies to the hospital. The 
problem: there was no doctor 
there to operate on the kids. Dr. 
Paul rolled up his sleeves and 
went to work. A week later, 
about fifty kids were alive who 
would have been dead. 

The Nazis and Dutch sympa¬ 
thizers swarmed all around him. 
If the Canadian military had 
found out what Captain Paul 
was up to, he would have been 
court-martialed. Medical supplies 
were sacrosanct and were only 
for the troops. 

In his home, near the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta, there is a small 
bronze plaque in Dutch that the 
children presented to him over 
half a century ago during the 
second Great War. 

Dr. Paul did not see his wife 
for four years during that war 
and the endless hours in surgery 
took their toll on the young medi¬ 
cal doctor. Sometimes he would 
be in surgery for three days non¬ 


stop. He saved a lot of lives 
but a lot of brave Canadi¬ 
ans died. 

And then there was the 
time after the liberation 
that the European women 
had to sell themselves to 
the troops so they could 
buy food for their kids. 

The currency was ciga¬ 
rettes. 

Dr. Paul and his friend 
the padre “liberated” hun¬ 
dreds of cases of cigarettes 
and gave them to the 
women. That put a stop 
to the prostitution. 

He has few other 
memories of the war. 

MODERN 
MEDICINE 

In his day, Dr. Paul, 
treated the entire patient. 
Actually, he treated more 
than that, he treated the entire 
community. He spent twenty 
years in Didsbury and knew eve¬ 
ryone there. And everyone knew 
him. He also practiced in nearby 
Carstairs. 

Bright, complex, sarcastic, 
Dr. Paul ended up saving a lot of 
lives. 

But just as Churchill was the 
right man for the right job at the 
right time, Dr. Paul was once the 
right man for the right job. 

That job was the creation of 
a health care system and Dr. Paul 
played a major role as the his¬ 
tory books will tell. 

Today Dr. Paul is not pleased 
with what he calls “the beer hall 
politics” of Alberta’s Ralph 
Klein and the way the medical 
care program of Alberta is be¬ 
ing torn apart by short sighted 
politicians. 

In his day the physician un¬ 
derstood the disease, the person 
and the community. Doctors did 
things differently. People were 
not numbers. They were the 
sons and daughters of friends. 

The country doctor knew the 
history of the patient before he 
ever came into his office. 

THESE DAYS 

Dr. Paul weighs exactly what 
he did after he came out of the 
army: 140 pounds. The last five 
years have been near murder 
on him. 

Strokes, emphysema and coro¬ 
naries have knocked him down 
again and again. But he carries 
on-thanks in part to being a re¬ 
cipient of what’s left of the su¬ 
perb health care system he pretty 
much created single handedly. 

He drinks single malt Scotch. 
“Perhaps a bit too much and I 
smoke. I’ve tried to stop a thou¬ 
sand times. I can’t and that’s 
what will probably kill me.” 

He loves hunting and dogs. 
Dr. Paul stopped hunting animals 
about ten years ago. “I jumped 
up in the air and died and after 
that I just didn’t want to hunt 
any more." 

Before that the doctor lived to 


hunt and fish. Besides the area 
around Didsbury, he was particu¬ 
larly fond of goose hunting that 
he id in the Coronation district. 

In Didsbury, over the years, 
he bought several homes, one of 
which had an acreage with a 
barn. Here he bred Weimaraners 
and chickens. 

Dr. Paul liked to drive from 
Didsbury to Calgary or Banff 
to spend a weekend with a 
friend of his who was a dentist. 
The two worked together in 
Didsbury. They were good 
friends and enjoyed hunting 
and between the two of them 
they consumed a great deal of 
good Scotch whiskey. 

When the pair drove back and 
forth between Calgary and Dids¬ 
bury, he and the dentist often 
talked about the war and what 
it meant and how many good 
friends they had lost. 

Lately he finds himself think¬ 
ing more and more about what 
will happen on the other side of 
this life. 

“I had a stroke several years 
ago and I was out of it for a week 
and I kept having this dream. In 
the dream I was back in the war 
and every man I knew who had 
died was waiting to get on the 
conveyor belt. I knew each man 
and called him by name. 

“In my dream there was a 
terrible commotion and I real¬ 
ized that someone was refusing 
to get on the belt. I saw that 
the man was me. I knew then 
that if I woke up I would be alive. 
I woke up.” 

Every week he vows he will 
stop smoking. He is by nature a 
frugal man in many ways. He 
does not like paying exorbitant 
prices for tobacco. 

And he is annoyed that al¬ 
though he has been able to mas¬ 
ter almost everything in life, to¬ 
bacco has outsmarted him. 

“I might live to be a hun¬ 
dred,” he says.

Way of Life: The Ten Commandments 


One of the great law codes of 
the bible and of history used to 
be taught in school, in church 
and in Sunday school, to genera¬ 
tions of people. The code is 
known as the Ten Command¬ 
ments. It is found in the book of 
Exodus in chapter 
20 and in Deuter¬ 
onomy chapter 5. 

Historically the 
background was 
that Moses as a 
leader needed to find 
a code of conduct to 
govern the Hebrew 
people as they moved 
into the promised 
land. For many reli¬ 
gious people 

throughout over 
three thousand years this code 
was so well worded that it could 
only be what the bible claimed 
and that is God inspired. It was 
not the only law code from the 
ancient world, but it was better 
balanced because it dealt with re¬ 
lationships on two levels. The 
Ten Commandments requires us 
to respect God and to respect our 
neighbour. Other ancient law 
codes may have focused on rela¬ 
tions with neighbours by saying, 
for example ‘do not steal”, but 
they left out God. It was also rela¬ 
tively easy to remember by be¬ 
ing put in a group of “ten”. We 
could simply count off each com¬ 
mandment by counting on our 
fingers. 

So why would a code of con¬ 
duct that governed and advised 
people for generations be given 
so little publicity (even by some 
churches) in our age. Put sim¬ 
ply this argument would be that 
it is no longer relevant, or that 
the teachings of Jesus super¬ 
seded the Ten Commandments, 
or that modern knowledge 
means that each rule or law 
needs to be debated, modified or 
amended. If that is the case why 
emphasize it?

While all of the arguments for 
not using the Ten Command¬ 
ments, have valuable and impor¬ 
tant points; we can quickly for¬ 
get that this code instructs us in 
the ideal, or starting point of both 
legal and moral situations. 

The essential 
points of the Ten 
Commandments 
are often not 
spelled out; but 
many books and 
T.V talk show peo¬ 
ple are really de¬ 
bating items that 
come from the Ten 
Commandments. 
All the books 
about spirituality 
inform us about 
needing to be closer to God, more 
meditative, and less focused on 
the world. By comparison the 
first commandment includes the 
words “you shall have no other 
Gods before me.” The modern 
world is full of things that peo¬ 
ple make into gods, from their 
retirement fund, to their hobby, 
career or sports. The second com¬ 
mandment says “no idols”, think 
only of various movie stars and 
the attention that they receive. 
Do not misuse God’s name. 
Ever heard some Calgary young 
people? Surely clean speech is a 
good aim, even though many 
people slip in their language 
sometimes. Fourth remember 
the Sabbath day. No-one wants 
to see legislation banning all ac¬ 
tivity on certain days of the week 
as we have come to expect free-

dom and to enjoy freedom, and 
different religions in a multi cul¬ 
tural country would need differ¬ 
ent days. However there seems 
wide agreement that our present 
frenetic activity where more and 
more people work shift work, 
more and more retail outlets are 
open long hours and where fam¬ 
ily life, with family weekends or 
evenings or dinners, are almost 
a thing of the past; is in fact 
weakening the fabric of our so¬ 
ciety, not strengthening it. Bal¬ 
ance sheets and profit and loss 
accounts should not be improved 
at the expense of the society, as 
it is a poor exchange. 

Those commandments all deal 
with our relationship with God. 
Then the next six deal with our 
relationship with other people. 
Moses may have included them 
as a moral code but most of them 
can be clearly tracked into the 
law books over the years, and 
legal cases still occur around sev¬ 
eral of them, although societies 
interpretations have changed. 

There are many people of all 
ages who have great love and re¬ 


spect for parents and grandpar¬ 
ents, but there are also many 
people, both little people and 
adults, who seem to take little 
interest in the elders in society. 
While some people faithfully 
visit older relatives or take their 
advice, it is both sad but true 
that some rarely get visits, and 
many older people would feel 
their advice was ignored. Their 
exact role in society can be de¬ 
bated and it varies from culture 
to culture, but as a command¬ 
ment that points to an impotent 
issue it is still as relevant as 
when written over three thou¬ 
sand years ago. 

Murder is the ultimate abuse 
and devastation of human life. 
The statistics may have stabi¬ 
lized in recent years, but the in¬ 
cidence of violent and angry be¬ 
haviour, and actual murder is 
far too frequent by any stand¬ 
ards, and sadly with our neigh¬ 
bours to the south the actual 
numbers of people who die this 
way each year is horrifying. This 
is both a legal and moral issue 
with many dimensions, and 


disagreements on interpretation; 
as with euthanasia in Holland. 
However more education and de¬ 
bate, at every age with the aim of 
improving society is surely 
worthwhile. 

With adulteiy, theft, false wit¬ 
ness and coveting, there are vari¬ 
ous laws which govern our soci¬ 
ety. All of these are often dis¬ 
cussed as to what is right and 
what is fair and what is tolerant, 
but the Ten Commandment give 
us something which creates an 
ideal to aim for and a yard stick 
by which we can measure our de¬ 
bates. 

Sometimes we can get the im¬ 
pression that there are no rules 
or guidelines for anyone. In fact 
that is not the case; but a society 
which values personal freedom to 
such an extent that the commu¬ 
nity at large suffers, soon needs 
to go back to the drawing board 
to re-evaluate what works best 
for many citizens. Some sort of 
guidelines, rules or regulations, 
soon emerge as being necessary, 
and while other types of codes 
have been tried; the Ten Com¬ 
mandments are likely our best 
starting (mint.

The deal was done over a 
steaming hot cup of coffee, and 
there will be many more like it - 
steaming hot cups of coffee that 
is.

Peters realized he would have to 
sell it because he and his family 
were moving, he didn't want to 
see the first speciality coffee shop 
in Didsbury go down the tubes. 

That is when business nego¬ 
tiations started and Peters found 
the perfect person to take it 
over, Penny Dolha. 

Dolha and her husband Gary 
had become regulars at the cof¬ 
fee shop over the course of the 
time Mugs has been in exist¬ 
ence.

Dolha has had some previous

It was running the tea house in 
that facility that gave her the 
first glimpse into the operations 
of such a business. 

After the couple sold The 
Pengary House, Dolha explains 
she has just sort of been wait¬ 
ing for something to present 
itself that suited her personal¬ 
ity and talents, and along came 
Mugs. 

She officially took over at 
the beginning of the week of 
Nov. 3. 

"There will be a few changes, 
but I just want to get in there 
first," she says admitting she 
was getting anxious and ex¬ 
cited at the prospect. 

In the meantime, her son 
Nathan and she’d been doing 
things like preparing the ingre¬ 
dients for coffee gift baskets 
that will be on sale in the store. 

Over time customers will 
start to notice some of Dolha's 
personal touches and some of 
her personal favorite drinks ar¬ 
riving in the store. 

"There's a lot of things I'm 
going to start introducing," she 


says. She says over the winter 
and into next spring she will 
bring in a variety of desserts 
including double fudge brown¬ 
ies, cheesecake, carrot cake and 
pie, to name a few. She will also 
eventually be introducing iced 
coffee and a special treat called 
Italian Sodas. Of course, the 
usual array of speciality coffees 
will remain as well as the bulk 
coffee sales.

Alberta Game Commission 
(ACC) General Manager Gary 
Sargent is urging leaseholders to 
make presentations during the 
Agricultural Lease Review Com¬ 
mittee meetings. The views and 
suggestions heard will form the 
basis of an interim report to be 
submitted to the Ministers of Ag¬ 
riculture, Food and Rural Devel¬ 
opment and Environmental Pro¬ 
tection.

From Mountain View Part¬ 
ners for Farm Health and 
Safety 

We all look forward to some 
relaxing evenings this winter in 
front of the fireplace or 
woodbuming stove. Before such a 
pleasant evening however the 
firewood will have to be cut. 

The chainsaw is a potentially 
lethal piece of equipment requiring 
regular maintenance and proper 
cutting technique to avoid "kick- 
back", cause of the majority of 
chainsaw related injuries. 

Test the chain brake on your 
saw periodically, but never sup¬ 
pose a chain brake is a substitute 
for careful saw operation. Never 
cut with the "nose" of the bar, make 
sure the nose does not come in 
contact with obstructions while 
cutting and always maintain a firm 
grip on the saw with both hands. A 
sharp chain and a well maintained 
saw are basic to efficient cutting. A 
smooth operating clean cutting saw 
is obviously safer to use than a 
machine with which you have to 
"fight". Owner's manuals detail 
maintenance procedures and safety 
tips so keep them handy. 

Site preparation is vital. Size up 
the tree to be felled and clear the 
area of any thing which may cause 
kickback or prevent a fast exit. 
Never fall trees in a high wind and 
look around before starting a cut to 
make sure the area is free of co¬ 
workers or bystanders. Make sure 
your footing is firm, avoid cuts 
higher than your waist, stand to 
one side of the saw and have the 
saw at full power before beginning 
the cut. Cut your notch 1/3 through 
first on the side of the trunk in the 
direction of the fall. The felling cut 
is made opposite the notch and two 
inches above it leaving a "hinge" to 
direct the fall and prevent the butt 
from jumping back. Give a warn¬ 
ing shout as the tree begins to 
topple, shut the saw off, place it on 
the ground and exit the area on the 
predetermined route. Next comes 
limbing the most hazardous opera¬ 
tion. Keep the "nose" clear to avoid 
"kickback", limb the tree bottom to 
top, keep the tree trunk between 
you and the chain, and never move 
your feet while making a cut. Al¬ 
ways work upslope so the tree 
wont roll on you as branches are 
removed, and don't forget hearing 
and eyesight protection. 

Saving a few minutes is not 
worth losing a lifetime. Don't be too 
busy to be safe, and help teach the 
attitude to others. Mountain View
